Rel­ 
atives asserted the men were re­ 
turning from Richmond, 111., when 
the accident occurred.

The first monument of record is 
that of Jam es A. Kennicott, who 
died in 1838, but was buried in 
Houston, Texas. Among the early 
burials were Jane and George A. F. 
Kennicott, who died in 1841 and 
Mary O. Bunton who died March 
14, 1842. 
Early Records 
The first meeting of which there 
remains a record was held at the 
home of Ira. Millard, May ft, 1852, 
when the nam e.of “Hill Cem etery” 
was adopted. G arret Luther was 
chairman of the meeting. The sale 
was authorized cf a six grave lot 
for $1.00 to provide funds to place 
a 
fence 
around 
the 
cemetery 
grounds, which at that time com­ 
prised the south section of the 
present cemetery. Ira Millard was 
chosen president; Abram Comfort, 
secretary and Wm. 
H. Bunton, 
agent. 
A fter the arrival of the railroad 
and the establishm ent of the vil­ 
lage of Bunton the name of the 
cemetery w’as changed to Bunton 
and later to Arlington Heights. 
Among the original families are 
Kennicott, 
Bunton, 
Yangerder, 
Johnson, Allen, Peet, Culver, Snow, 
Lytle, Wilcox, Hammond, Bromley, 
Millard, W hiting, Fellows, Olmsted, 
Strong.

How F ires Spread 


Fires in a home, once started, 
spread rapidly because there are 
so many combustible articles on 
which to feed. 
Where-ever pos­ 
sible, fire-resistive material should 
be used in building construction. 
There are many fine types of con­ 
struction being made available at 
lower and lower cost, among them 
are brick, concrete, gypsum, tile, 
etc. • 
Wooden buildings can be made 
reasonably safe. Fires spread from 
floor to floor through hollow walls 
and up stairways. 
In dwellings 
the basement 
should be 
cut off 
from the first floor by a heavy door 
and it i t desirable to plaster the 
basement 
ceiling on 
metal lath. 
Openings to hollow' walls should 
be “firestopped” at the basement 
level to retard the spread of a base­ 
ment fire. 
Hollow 
walls create 
suction similar to a chimney and 
wall fires envelope the entire build­ 
ing so rapidly they are hard to 
fight. 
If the garage is a part of the 
house it should be separated bv a 
wall of masonry, or at least plas­ 
tered with cement on metal lath. 


Doors to these walls should be 
metal fire doors, and access to the 
gat age should be preferably from 
the outside only.

Camp Reinberg 
Welcomes 500 
Youngsters 


Underprivileged 
Children Of Chicago 
Come To Country 


Camp Reinberg in the Deer Grove 
forest preserve, summer naven for 
thousands of underprivileged Chi­ 
cago 
youngsters 
and 
mothers, 
opened its gates Monday to the 
first delegation of guests for the 
1940. season. 
Approximately 500 
were included in the group. 
Days and nights of hard work by 
Stanley O’Carroll, veteran direc­ 
tor, of the camp, and his staff of 
assistants preceded the arrival of 
the first delegation. Camp Rein­ 
berg is in the midst or an ambitious 
building and remodeling program 
ana Mr. O’Carroll and his staff 
have been carrying the burden of 
that work in addition to their regu-„ 
lar duties. 
Each group of campers will spend 
IO days at 
Reinberg, which will 
continue operations until Sept. I. 
Last year, in six 10-day periods, 
a total of 
2,229 
campers were 
handled. In addition to IO days of 
sunshine, fresh air and recreation, 
they are given instruction in handi­ 
craft and are encouraged in the 
development of artistic talents, es­ 
pecially in music. A nightly enter­ 
tainment program, largely handled 
by the campers themselves, is one 
pf the highlights in camp activities. 
Camp Reinberg’s building pro­ 
gram, which eventually will lead 
to the replacement of 39 present 
buildings, is w'ell under w’ay. The 
new plan will replace dormitories 
with a unit system, in which each 
unit consists of a central building 
with a large recreational room, toi­ 
lets and wash rooms, along with 
four sleeping cabins. Each cabin ac­ 
commodates eight children and a 
counselor. 
Three units, providing total ac­ 
commodations for 96 children, al­ 
ready have been completed in the 
girls’ section of the camp. 
The 
units are built at a distance from 
the main buildings. The plan re­ 
duce fire hazards, permits more 
individual supervision, and gives 
more room for play. 
The boys’ camp will be built with 
funds donated by Kiwanis clubs ol 
Cook county, which selected Camp 
Reinberg as the object of their aid 
after surveying camps in six mid­ 
western states. At a program held 


Aug. 6 of last year, 40 acres of 
the present 85-acre site were dedi­ 
cated Kiw’anis woods in celebration 
of the club’s pledge of funds for 
the building program. 
Camp Reinberg is named after 
Peter Reinberg, first president of 
the Cook county forest preserve dis­ 
trict, and founder of the first camp 
for underprivileged. Mr. O’Carroll, 
who is loaned by the juvenile court 
for the summer period, is beginning 
his twenty-fifth year as superin­ 
tendent of the camp, and also is in 
his twenty-fifth year of work with 
the juvenile court.

NFORTUNATELY, many 
women, when they sit down 
to a game of bridge leave their 
m anners behind.

This, she says, 
usually has a restraining effect on 
all concerned.
